Session 39: Dependency 


Summary: The development of mankind's being, or energy field, has been directed in an 
outward projection. The result is that we are dependent on energy for not only our 
comforts but for survival. Had this level of effort been spent on projecting inward there 
would be no need for these dependencies on external energies. If there was not a concept 
of illness, then it would not exist and there would be no need for medicine. Our beliefs 
systems determine our expectations and the reality that is produced. If it were expected 
that our bodies would keep us warm at a certain temperature, then that would happen. 
So, too, if we expected to be able to manifest what is necessary to survive then that would 
happen. If your belief system is that you do not require food, then that is possible. The 
entity has the control over their own resources and what they can create. 
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
